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Water 

What  is  so  precious  as  a  single  drop  of  water 
when  there  is  no  rain?  In  a  drought,  nothing 
is  so  blessed  as  the  simplest  commodity  in  the 
world. 

On  Rosh  Hashanah,  the  Talmud  says,  human 
beings  are  judged.  Then  on  Sukkot  the  world 
is  judged  for  water.  Moreover,  on  Shemini 
Atzeret  the  Cantor  offers  the  beautiful  prayer 
for  geshem,  rain,  dressed  in  the  white  robes  of 
the  High  Holy  Days.  We  ask  God  to  send  water 
to  the  Land  of  Israel,  water  for  blessing,  for 
life  and  for  plenty. 

The  Land  of  Israel  needs  water  for  its  rainy 
season.  Who  can  forget  that?  Other  parts  of  the 
world  are  in  dire  need  of  water  —  Africa,  for 
example  —  and  we  cannot  forget  that  as  well. 
But  we,  too,  need  water,  or  our  lives  will  be 
profoundly  altered  as  a  result  of  the  drought 
here  in  New  York.  Certainly  we  cannot  forget 
ourselves. 

What  to  do?  Appeal  to  God  and  to  man.  First, 
pray  for  rain.  It  is  appropriate  for  the  Festival 
of  Sukkot  and  we  should  open  our  hearts  in 
prayer.  Then  we  should  take  the  drought  to 
heart!  After  all,  if  the  issue  is  important  enough 
to  raise  with  God,  how  much  more  so  is  it  im¬ 
portant  to  raise  with  man.  Conserve.  Use  less. 
Conserve  some  more  and  get  others  to  share 
your  concern. 

On  Sukkot  the  world  is  judged  for  water.  May 
we  be  judged  for  blessing,  for  life  and  for  plenty 
this  year!

The  Men’s  Club,  led  by  Herb  Feiwel,  spon¬ 
sored  community  interest  programs,  such  as 
Hanukkah  and  Passover  parties  for  the  elderly 
members  of  Project  Ezra,  as  well  as  interesting 
meetings  with  noted  speakers,  such  as  Senator 
Alfonse  D'Amato,  and,  most  importantly,  the 
Annual  March  for  Soviet  Jewry  was  by  far  the 
best  attended  yet  by  our  congregants. 

Our  Singles  Groups  are  growing  and  were  ex¬ 
tremely  active  throughout  this  year:  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  Singles,  for  single  men  and  women, 
age  30  plus,  led  by  Roz  Chelouche;  and  Club

Our  cash  flow 
problems  of  several  years  ago  have  improved 
significantly  as  a  result  of  the  growth  of  our 
membership  and  in  particular  the  generosity  of 
our  members.  For  the  first  time  in  many  years, 
we  were  able  to  get  through  the  financial  year 
without  bank  borrowing. 

Of  prime  importance  last  year  and  for  the 
future,  is  your  continued  support  of  our  Yom 
Kippur  Appeal  which  is  our  only  major  fund 
raising  event.  Last  year  we  had  51%  participa¬ 
tion,  but  we  hope  to  do  better.  Our  Endowment 
Fund  also  grew  as  a  result  of  a  variety  of  gifts. 
This  is  very  important  since  it  would  be  most 
prudent  to  have  a  reasonable  endowment  fund 
to  cover  any  extraordinary  needs  that  might  oc¬ 
cur  or  severe  down  turns  in  the  economy  which 
might  reduce  annual  giving. 

Finally,  our  primary  concerns  for  the  future 
are  the  need  to  pay  our  devoted  and  capable  staff 
a  fair  wage  and  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  our 
clergy  who  by  necessity  must  live  in  this  area, 
of  which  you  are  all  aware,  is  one  of  the  more 
costly  places  on  earth  to  live. 

With  your  continued  support,  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  will  grow  from  strength  to  strength 
and  remain  a  leading  force  in  the  Jewish 
community.
